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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on December 6, 2006. These drawings are approved by 
the examiner. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 20, 2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-4, 8, 17, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Padovani (US 4,726,489). 

Disclosed in the embodiment illustrated in Figs 5-6 is a container and lid assembly 
comprising a base 8; a container body 7 having a generally tapered wall structure extending 
upwardly from the base defining a compartment therein; a lid 16 having a central portion and a 
flexible peripheral portion that is collapsibly deformable as the lid is moved along a 
predetermined range within the compartment toward the base, wherein the peripheral portion 
includes an outer portion 35 having an upper free end abutting an inner surface of the wall 
structure and a downwardly extending portion 34 having a lower end connected to a lower end 
of the outer portion. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. Claims 6 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Padovani in view of Warden et al. (US 5,402,908). 

Padovani discloses the claimed container and lid assembly except for a handle formed 
in the central portion of the lid. 

Warden teaches it is known to provide a lid with or without a handle formed in the central 
portion of the lid. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a handle formed in the central portion of the lid of Padovani as 
taught by Warden. Doing so assists with removal of the lid from the container. 

6. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Padovani. 
Padovani discloses the claimed container and lid assembly except is silent regarding the 

hinge being of reduced thickness. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the known technique of a reduced thickness hinge to the lid of Padovani to 
achieve the predictable results of a more flexible hinge portion. 

7. Claim 19, 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Padovani in view of Mason, Jr. (US 3,954,178). 

Padovani discloses the claimed container and lid assembly except is silent regarding a 
like container stacked on the lid of a first container and lid assembly. Padovani discloses 
instead nested containers. 

Mason teaches it is known to provide a like container stacked upon a container and lid 
assembly. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to stack one like container upon another container and lid assembly as taught by Mason. 
Doing so provides smaller amount of needed storage and shipping space of multiple container 
and lid assemblies. 

With regard to claim 21, the central portion includes a downwardly extending portion 38 
connected to the flexible portion.
